HAT better proof can there be that this journal possesses the 

largest and most influential circulation than when a member of 

the Government publicly quotes articles published by 7h 
Commercial Motor? This happened at the annual dinner of the Traders 
Road Transport Association, when Mr. John Hay, Joint Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Minister of Transport, quoted an article published 14 
months ago. The author described how a large dry-cleaning company 
had adopted night-time deliveries 

We are flattered by Mr. Hay’s attention, but our swords must cross 
Mr. Hay was attempting to persuade hauliers and C-licensees to retime 
deliveries to night-time, and implied that complete proof of his intention 
lay in the article. It did not, of course. Dry cleaners are one of the 
very few operators who can deliver to their retail outlets when no one is 
there to receive the goods 

If peak-hour prohibitions on loading and unloading occupied three 
hours a day, he told those present, then 21 hours were left for goods 
vehicles to carry on their business. “I would not have thought this an 
insuperable problem,” he remarked 

Mr. Hay’s mantle of mathematics was impeccable, but his slip of 
shrewdness was showing. He had only a few minutes earlier told every 
one that whenever the T.R.T.A. expressed views to the Government they 
were “courteous, temperate and sensible.” One can presume that the 
R.H.A. are equally courteous, temperate and sensible in their approaches 
to the Ministry. Why, then, does Mr. Hay think hauliers and C-licensee 
are so adamant about what he apparently regards as a comparatively 
trifling three hours? 

Does Mr. Hay think that operators have never thought of delivering 
outside peak hours, or at night? If it were practicable, more operators 
would have done it long ago. Mr. Hay seems never to have heard of 
the Union of Shop, Distributive and Allied Workers, who will not hear 
of starting earlier or finishing later. Without the shopworker goods 
cannot be moved 

Mr. Hay also appears to have overlooked the question of perishable 
foodstuffs, and the markets from which they are distributed, or the fact 
that 70 per cent. of the housewives’ purchases are made well before 
midday. Goods vehicle operators are not insensible to traflic problems 
they have on many occasions done what they can to help. But in this 
matter they are just one link in the chain of responsibility for getting 
the goods to the shops at the time the public wants them to be on sale 


Fares Freedom? 

I IS always possible that familiarity with a situation will bring a certain 

rigidity of outlook. Continual efficient dealing with a problem brings 
an unconscious view that no new approach is possible. In the majority 
of cases this is undoubtedly true, but it is always worth, once in a while, 
stepping aside while a fresh brain examines things 

With this in mind, and on the eve of the Public Transport Association’s 
Eastbourne conference, The Commercial Motor has invited Mr. D. I 
Munby, the Reader in Economics and Organization of Transport at 
Oxford, to examine some aspects of the passenger industry. On pages 
516 to 518 he poses two questions that merit consideration. Are operators 
too rigidly controlled? Could a system of fixing maximum, rather than 
specific, fares be feasible? 

There might be good answers against his suggestions, but they are

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WORKMEN’S USE OF A VEHICLE 
—An Important Decision 


Who is Liable When a Vehicle is Involved in an Accident Outside Working Hours? 


RECENT case in the Queen’s Bench 

Division was concerned with the 
question of liability for an accident to a 
van, owned by employers, when used by 
their workmen during off-duty hours 
The case is Hilton v. Thomas Burton 
(Rhodes), Ltd., and Another (1961 
1.W.L.R. 705), and the question to be 
decided was a relatively straightforward 
one 

The plaintiff, Mrs 
administratrix of the 
husband, claimed damages _ against 
Thomas Burton (Rhodes), Ltd., first 
defendants, and Mr. Albert Hoyle, 
second defendant, in respect of her 
husband’s death in a road accident while 
he was travelling in a van owned by the 
first defendants and driven by the second 
defendant.

Negligent Driving 

Mr. Justice Diplock found that the 
accident was, in fact, due to Mr. Hoyle’s 
negligent driving. The question remained 
however, whether the company was liable 
for Mr. Hoyle’s negligence, and the judge 
then considered the law in connection 
with employers’ liability for the actions 
of their servants. He said that the true 
test was whether Mr. Hoyle was doing 
something which he was employed to do. 
Continuing, quoting decided cases, he said 
that even if the servant was acting 
improperly, negligently, fraudulently, or 
even contrary to express orders, the 
master was liable. If, on the other hand, 
the servant was doing something which he 
was not employed to do, the master did 
not become liable simply because the act

A highly organized working schedule to streamline 
a complex job. Such are the improvements effected over 
the past years by a medium-sized East Midlands brewery 
in the vital and often difficult operation of moving liquor 
from brewery to bar. 

The concern, Warwicks and Richardsons, Ltd., of 
Newark-on-Trent, is probably rather more than medium- 


sized as one thought of breweries before the era of take 
overs. Today it hardly competes in sheer dimensions with 
the giants, but in terms of fleet operation any comparison 
would be favourable. Since moving from bricks to beet 
in 1955, Mr. Gordon Pirie, A.M.1.T.A., the transport 
manager, has virtually reorganized every aspect of the

brewery s transport set-up. He now conducts a modern 
and efficient fleet of 27 C-licensed vehicles, in service on a 
five-day-week round comprising some 700 calls throughout 
nine eastern and northern counties.

Probably the biggest, in terms of day-to-day 
work, is drivers. A brewery driver has to be 
more than a man proficient behind a steering 
wheel. Honesty, sobriety, a high degree of 
responsibility, an excellent memory and a 
pleasant personality are prerequisite ina 
man responsible for six or seven tons of beers, 
wines, spirits and tobaccos, to be off-loaded tn 
a complex multiplicity of drops to broadly 
scatiered public houses, hotels, clubs and off 
licences 

Good men are hard to find, and are even 
more difficult to keep. With the exception of 
i core of long-established men. Warwicks and 
Richardsons find that no amount of liking for 
or familiarity with, the work will hold men 
faced with the prospect of more money else 
where. The turn-over in drivers and the con- 
sequent training of new ones represent the 
biggest blow to the fleet's day-to-day opera- 
tion at 100 per cent. efficiency

1 seasonal basis this rate can be very 
wide. Christmas is the heaviest drink- 
ing period of the year, closely followed 
by the other public holidays, Easter, 
Whitsun and August. Being predici- 
able, however, such peak periods can 
be and are met fairly easily, if expen- 
sively, by hiring vehicles. 

A rather more knotty problem in 
terms of overall fleet planning and 
balance is probably the weekly fluctua- 
tion in deliveries, which is rarely 
entirely predictable. Orders obviously 
must be met without delay. If the fleet 
is geared to an optimum level which proves, say, one week 
in five to be too low, short-notice, spasmodic hiring may 
have to be resorted to at a rate which is rapidly going to 
cause financial unrest. The alternative is a fleet geared to an 
optimum level which errs, if it errs at all, on the high 
side, and this is what Warwicks and Richardsons have 
done. Even though occasionally vehicles may be standing, 
there is rarely need for urgent demands upon a haulage 
contractor. 

it can be argued, of course, that the answer to this com- 
bination of probiems is contract hire. The advantages of 
hiring, however, must decrease in ratio to the degree of 
specialized handling a traffic requires. Distributing liquor 
is a highly specialized operation, and it is the experience of 
Warwicks and Richardsons that the extra cost of having 
a fleet with, virtually, reserve vehicles is more than offset 
by the guaranteed service inherent in running their own 
operation. Having the whole transport organization and 
its personnel under their direct control at all times is 
inother major advantage. 

Personnel, in fact, are probably the key to the matter 
The cost of suitably manning and controlling hired vehicles 
is the prohibitive factor. When hiring now at peak

The decision having been made to run a really adequate 
fleet, Warwicks and Richardsons’ Board has gone ahead 
in a big way in recent years in acquiring, maintaining and 
replacing vehicles, and in the establishment of ancillaries 
to keep them on the road both economically and attrac 
tively. The general cleanliness and neatness of vehicles. 
shops, yards, stores, equipment, offices and documentation 
are harbingers of the efficiency to be found on close 
examination of the overall set-up 


500 Deliveries 

The fleet works through nine counties, delivering to 
some 500 licensed premises—mainly tenanted houses, plus 
off-licences and clubs—in an area bounded by Leeds, Hull! 
and East Coast holiday resorts, Peterborough, Leicester and 
Derby. Orders come in mainly by post on forms supplied 
by the brewery, a different colour being allotted to each 
day’s order form. The orders pass from the accounting 
department to Mr. Pirie, who begins to make up the next 
day’s work immediately after the departure of the fleet 
early in the morning. The orders then pass to the brewery’s 
various dispatching departments, and actual loads begin 
to be made up as vehicles return in the afternoon and 
early evening. 

In every instance the driver has total responsibility for 
both the correct loading and off-loading of his vehicle 
Ihe system of documentation employed, although simple, 
enables him to have a triple check of his load and of off- 
loading points, and errors are few. Periodically a license 
will telephone to say after a vehicle has called that the drop 
doesn’t tally with his order; invariably, when this happens 
the driver is able to report precisely in which part of a 
cellar the recipient should look to locate the missing item 

Loading and delivery are entirely manual, and the loads 
ire normally of between five and six tons, comprising 
proportions of casked beer, bottled beer, minerals and 
cordials, wines and spirits, tobacco and incidental foodstuffs 
Other than in the immediate vicinity of the brewery, from 
three to six drops are normally made in a day’s work 

Departure time for the fleet is from 7 to shortly after 
8 a.m., and the effort is made to give each crew alternate 
short and long runs, the men on short runs returning fo: 
part-loading that day. Average time taken for full loading 
each vehicle is about one hour

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Analysing Fleet Movement 


As the Size of a Fleet Expands it Becomes Increasingly Necessary 


to Record Concurrently 


REVIOUSLY in this series when dealing either with the 

setting up of a system of commercial vehicle costing, or 

alternatively, as last week, devising a suitable weekly vehicle 
sheet, the principle of one record per vehicle has been recom- 
mended. With larger fleets, however, and particularly in 
ancillary operation, there is also a need for the summarizing 
and analysis of vehicle records on a fleet basis. 

If such is the case, then the basic vehicle record—whether 
daily or weekly—should be so drawn up as to facilitate the 
transfer of data on to subsequent fleet summary sheets. 
Although many engineering records are common in form 
whatever the size of fleet or type of vehicle, traffic records must 
be largely individual to cach operator. 

For this reason it is not possible to recommend a specific 
traffic summary sheet, but only to indicate the manner tn 
which such a sheet may be drawn up. Moreover as the size 
of a fleet increases there is a greater need for comparatively 
rapid summarizing of traffic flows so as to provide accurate 
information on which to determine the economic disposition of 
the fleet. Over-employment of hired vehicles may also be 
avoided by the ready availability of such information. 

A suggested layout for a fleet summary sheet is shown 
alongside. As mentioned last week, when a form is for use 
internally only, no purpose is served in wasting space at the 
heading with the company’s name, an appropriate reference 
number being sufficient. It would be convenient, incidentally, 
to number relative forms such as the daily log sheet, weekly 
vehicle summary, weckly flect summary and any subsequent 
summaries for longer periods in sequence 


HEREAS the distinguishing feature between one vehicle 

summary sheet and another would be the vehicle number, 
fleet records differ one from another by the date of the period to 
which the record refers, which should therefore appear in the 
heading to facilitate easy reference. 

The example alongside shows a fleet summary sheet with [1 
vertical columns, although as previously suggested this number 
can be either increased or decreased according to each 
operator's requirements. The first column is purposely ieft 
without a heading so that the form can then serve a double 
purpose Used as a weekly fleet summary sheet this first 
column will be headed “ Vehicle Number.” 

Having checked and totalled the individual vehicle summary 
sheets, and, assuming that the fleet is made up of several 
sizes of vehicle, having sorted these sheets out into appropriate 
sequence, the totals are then entered successively on the weekly 
fleet summary sheet. When the fleet numbering system has 
previously been arranged so as to indicate both the type and 
size of vehicle, rather than a mere chronological number, the 
fleet numbers would fall readily into successive groups on the 
summary sheets 

Five columns are then provided on the example shown in 
which an analysis of the total tonnage (or any other measure 
of traffic) can be made The remaining columns will, however. 
be common to most fleets and allow for the addition of mile- 
age, fuel and oil records transferred from the individual vehicle 
sheets. 

Although the keeping of fuel records is a comparatively 
simple exercise, the regularity and promptness with which this 
is done are most important. With the cost of fuel forming 
such a high proportion of the total expenditure of vehicle 
operation. it is imperative that adequate, up-to-date informa 
tion is available if useful action is to be taken when abnormally 
low fuel consumption is reported. 

Whilst daily returns of fuel consumption would obviously 
give the most immediate information, in many instances the 
results so obtained can prove unreliable because of temporary

variations caused by a variety of reasons not related to efficient 
running. On balance a record of fuel consumption based on 
weekly returns probably provides the best compromise, always 
provided the results so obtained are available immediately 
following the completion of the week's running 


N addition to providing for a record of the fuel consump- 
tion of individual vehicles, the last column on the fleet sum- 
mary sheet allows for the entry of the average fuel consumption 
for each group of vehicles. Convenient comparison can then be 
made between the group figure and those for individual vehicles 
within the group, as well as between the vehicles themselves

Providing the individual vehicle weekly record is so arranged 
that the sequence of data corresponds with the columns on the 
fleet summary sheet. the transfer of information can be done 
easily and rapidly. Moreover, a simple totalling of the fleet 
summary sheet gives an overall picture of the fleet’s activities 
for the week. It must be emphasized, however, that the sim- 
plicity of the work can be lost if the recording is not done 
regularly and currently. 


HERE may also be a need for the summary of a fleet's 

activities over a longer period, say every three, six or twelve 
months. Starting from scratch this would be a formidable task 
even when only a comparatively few vehicles were involved 
But if weekly summaries are already kept, compiling of addi 
tional summaries over longer periods can be a comparatively 
simple matter. 

It is for this reason that the form recommended for sum- 
marizing the weekly activities of the fleet is so arranged that 
the first column is left without a heading. When used as a 
weekly summary sheet this first column is headed “ Vehicle 
Number” and subsequent entries made accordingly. If the 
same sheet is used to compile summaries over longer periods 
this column is headed “ Period Ending” and instead of the 
vehicle numbers the date of the initial summary from which 
the totals are taken is recorded. 

For example, if a quarterly summary was being compiled 
this would presumably be made up from weekly summaries 
and the appropriate week-ending dates would then be entered 
in the first column. Alternatively, if a yearly summary was 
being compiled the quarterly dates would be entered
